RUJKIB. —‘IDF soldiers yesterday 
dragged screaming and squirming 
Ellon Moreh settlers and sup- 
porters from caravans in their 
former camp overlooking this Arab 
village. The soldiers thus cleared 
the way to move the prefabricated 
structures to the new settlement 
site atop Jabal Kabir. 

Several people who had climbed 
cranes and roofs to Interfere with 
the evacuation were pulled down 
and detained but were later taken 
to Jabal Kabir. 

The operation began at 7:30 a.m. 
yesterday when the army's first 
flatbed trucks arrived to remove 
the Id caravans. As they slowly 
climbed the dirt road near here 
protesters lay down to block them. 
Some scuffled briefly with a driver. 

The evacuation was postponed to 
allow settlers and friends to attend 
the Brit Mila of Tehoahua 
Rozenzwelg at the site. 


After the ceremony World Zlonlat 
Organisation workers began dis- 
connecting plastic water pipes. 
Mira Lapid, one of the settlers, 
charged out of her caravan 
screaming: "You’ll begin dismantl- 
ing this settlement and you'll end 
up in Tel Aviv." She insisted the 
settlers be allowed to stay, although 
the High Court of Justice has ruled 
that some of the land It la on was il- 
legally requtstloned from ita Arab 
owners. 

"How can you take babies out of 
their homes In such cold weather? 
Arafat wouldn't have expected 
more loyal soldiers," she shouted. 

Nlsaim Moscona. the engineer 
responsible tor the work at Jabal 
Kabir said: “I have built an ex- 
cellent home for you. It's bigger. 
Don't tell me ita cold. You could 
have moved this morning when it 
was warm." 

Meanwhile, Mordechai Fuchs 
chased another WZD worker out of 
a nearby caravan. Fuchs then 


shouted at reporters and TV men: 
“Go look -for a funeral somewhere 
else!” 

Several dozen soldiers, cranes 
and flatbed trucks arrived and 
workers began preparing to lift a 
caravan in which young settlers 
and supporters had barricaded 
themselves. Some of the supporters 
belong to Rabbi Melr Kah one's 
Kach movement. 

Rabbi Ylsrael Ariel of Yamit and 
Mordechai Lapid climbed to the 
caravan's roof to prevent workers 
from lifting it. Soldiers climbed 
after them, pushed them onto the 
shovel of a tractor and brought 
them down. Other demonstrators 
climbed up too and were removed. 

When the crane lowered metal 
chains with which to lift the 
caravan. Mazal Cohen grabbed one 
from inside the house and shut the 
window. (Mazal Cohen is better 
known as "Mazal the Spltter.” She 
spat at Defence Minister Ezer

The cabinet gave in to 
Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
m&n's ultimatum yesterday, 
approving an uncut defence 
budget for fiscal 1980/81 of 
ILl30.8b. in 1979 terms; but 
more problems still remained. 

A uniform 6 per cent reduc- 
tion was decreed for other 
ministries, and the still- 
unsatisfied demands for larger 
housing, urban renewal and 
settlement allocations were 
referred to a new committee, 
which Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin will chair. 

Welzxnan'a threatened resigna- 
tion was averted when Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt dropped their 
proposal, which was expected to 
win majority cabinet support, to 
reduce the defence budget. Begin 
and Deputy Premier Simha Ehrlich 
also rallied, unexpectedly, to Weiz- 
man 's side. 

But crisis was still looming over 
the final budget proposal, and 
political circles in Jerusalem last 
night predicted that Begin would be 
unable to satisfy demands for more 


money by Housing Minister David 
Levy, Deputy Premier Yigaei 
Yadln (for Project Renewal) and 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
(for more settlements) without dip- 
ping further Into the reserve 
budget. It already stands at a 
dangerously low ILl3b.. they 
pointed out. 

Begin, they said, was diving head 
first into an area In which he has lit- 
tle expertise: and be Is known to be 
sympathetic to ail three subjects 
still In dispute. 

Sharon Joined the budget 
proposal's vocal critics yesterday 
at the cabinet meeting, calling it 
"ami-settlement." He rhetorically 
demanded that the government 
declare itself as such if It did not ap- 
prove more money for Ms settle- 
ment programme. 

Yesterday's decision to cut all 
ministries' budgets by & per cent 
replaces Finance Minister Yigaei 
Hurvftz’s original proposal, which 
would have reduced some by as 
much as 10-12 per cent and others 
by only 2 per cent, with the average 
cut amounting to 4 per cent. But 
with the cabinet's endorsement of 
Hurvitz's IL405b. (in 1979 prices) 
total, and its agreement not to 
touch defence allocations, the 
reshuffle would not contribute to 


solving the outstanding problems, 
Hurvitz noted. 

Levy was still threatening to 
resign from his post if more money 
were not allocated to solve housing 
problems. 

Welzxnan'a request was approved 
after he argued yesterday that the 
defence budget had already been 
whittled down in negotiations with 
the Treasury. Ehrlich added that 
military spending had been reduc- 
ed in each of the last three years. In 
end, only the National Religious 
Party ministers. Yosef Burg 
(Interior) and Aharon Abuhatzelra 
(Religious Affairs) asked 'for 
defence cuts. 

After the meeting, Weizman hail- 
ed the cabinet's "reason" in 
deciding not to harm the country’s 
defence capability. He has already 
held one meeting with Chief of Staff 
Rafael Elton to discuss the in- 
tram I nis tcriaJ allocation, and more 
sessions between ministry and IDF 
officials are scheduled -for later this 
week. 

Hurvitz reassured Burg that the 
police budget, which also comes un- 
der the interior minister's jurisdic- 
tion, would not be harmed by the 
additional cut, and that further 
manpower reductions would not be 
necessary. 


Gafny: Can’t slow inflation by printing cash

The governor of the of 

Israel, Arnon Gafny, again warned 
the cabinet yesterday that it will 
not be able to tame Inflation In the 
next fiscal year as It plans because 
of the huge injection of currency in 
the last few months and the large 
proportion of the planned budget 
which is to be spent in local curren- 
cy. 

If Gafny’s predictions come true, 
the Inflation rate next year may not 
drop below the rate for the last 
several months, when it was run- 


ning at ISO per cent a year. 

The bank would not furnish 
details on the level of loflatlon ex- 
pected; but the Treasury's op- 
timistic assumption, published here 
yesterday, was that inflation for 
1980 would not drop from 1979 'a rate 
of 111.4 per cent. In fiscal 1980 the 
Inflation rate is expected to reach 
90 per cent and prices to increase 
by 118 per cent over the current 
fiscal year. 

Gafny, told the cabinet yesterday 
that the Injection of currency so far 
this fiscal year, not including the 
Jewish Agency budget, has been 


about IL20b., and is likely to be 
IL30b. by the end of March. That la 
twice the figure in the updated 
budget for 1979, which was ap- 
proved only a couple of months ago 
by the Knesset. 

Gafny therefore recommended 
that the credit freeze continue for. 
the next few 'months, though In- 
dustry Trade and Tourism Minister 
Gideon Patt objeoted that this 
would paralyse Industry. 

Gafny also recommended cutting 
the new budget’s expenditures in 
Israel pounds,, and warned against 
cutting reserves in the budget.

Khomeini says int’l body 
can hear shah’s 'crimes’ 



TEHERAN (AP). — Iran baa 
agreed to aet up an international 
commission that will consider 
alleged crimes ot the deposed shah 
and “will be effect! ve in solving the 
hostage crisis," an Iranian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said yester- 
day. 

Establishment o! the commis- 
sion, proposed by UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim, has been 
approved by Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, aa 
well as the ruling Revolutionary 
Council, said spokesman 
Naasirosadat Salami. 

A spokesman for the Moslem 
militants holding 80 American 
hostages at the UA embassy said he 
was aware of the council's decision, 
announced on Saturday night, but - 
declined immediate comment. A 
statement might be issued later, he 
said In a telephone interview. 

Yesterday was the 92nd day of 
captivity for the Americans held 
since the embassy was seized on 
November 4. Three other U.S. 
‘diplomats have bean held since 
then at the Foreign Ministry. 

The militants have said repeated- 
ly they will not release the hostages 
until .the deposed shah, now living 


In Panama, is returned by the U.S. 
to stand trial on charges of corrup- 
tion and mass murder. 

The Foreign Ministry spokesman 
did not say when the commission 
would come to Teheran nor when 
hearings would begin. Its members 
will be selected by Waldheim and 
will Include Iranian and foreign 
representatives. Salami said. 

He said it would be Waldheim's 
decision whether to Include U.S. 
representatives. He refused to con- 
firm or deny reports that Waldheim 
would Boon visit Iran. 

The militants announced on 
Saturday they had Invited a special 
American delegation to Teheran 
this week to hear Iran’s grievances 
against the shah and U.S. The State 
Department In Washington said It 
knew nothing of such a trip. 

Writing in London’s "Sunday 
Times," - Egyptian journalist 
Muhaxnmed Heikal said that after 
the commission arrives In Iran, the 
hostages would be "kept In Teheran 
In the custody of a third party. The 
U.S. would have access to them and 
he responsible for. their health and 
welfare." There was no immediate 
comment on Heikal's report by 
either U.S. or Iranian officials.

Damascus blames 
Brotherhood for 
killing 2 sheikhs 

■DAMASCUS (AP). — The govern- 
ment yesterday accused the 
Moslem Brotherhbod of killing two 
prominent religious leaders inside 
a mosque In the northern Syrian 
town of Aleppo. 

A government statement said a 
group of Brotherhood gunmen burst 
Into the mosque of Sultanlya In 
Aleppo on Saturday night and gunn- 
ed down Sheikh Mohammed al- 
Shaxni. 

Shaml, an eminent scholar and 
preacher who belonged to the Sunni 
Moslem sect, supported the govern- 
ment of President Hafez Assad. 
Thousands of people attended Ms 
funeral yesterday. 

Shami's assistant. Sheikh 
Mohammed al-Qattan, also was 
killed in the attack and a third 
sheikh was wounded, the govern- 
ment statement said. 

The government has blamed 
Moslem Brotherhood gunmen for 
massacring S3 cadets at the Aleppo 
military academy last June, 
dynamiting Soviet and Syrian 
targets, and killing at least four 
Soviet military advisers. The 
Brotherhood has vowed to topple 
Assad's regime.

’Biggest investigation since Watergate’ 

FBI probes corruption in Congress 
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WASHINGTON (AP). — In the 
biggest political corruption In- 
vestigation In. FBI history, under- 
cover agents posing aa 
businessmen offering bribes on 
behalf of an Arab sheikh paid out 
almost $800,000 in cash to U.S. 
public officials, a source familiar 
with the investigation said. 

Among those implicated in one 
fashion or another were one U.S. 
senator and more than five but less 
than 10 members of the House of 
Representatives, the source said. 

The source, who declined to be 
identified, said that about 20 public 
officials and IQ businessmen were 
caught up in the probe. But the 
source said that fewer than 10 of the 
public officials took cash. "Some 
arranged meetings or did other 


favours," the source said. 

Another source said the probe la 
“the biggest Investigation since 
Watergate,” and said the alleged 
criminal activities by public of- 
ficials were varied and more 
significant than charges of a 
Korean influence-buying scandal 
that swept Washington from 1978 to 
1978. 

Among the public officials Im- 
plicated by the sources were 
Senator Harrison Williams Jr., a 
Democrat from New Jersey; and 
Representatives John Murphy 
(Democrat-New York). Frank 
Thompson Jr. (Democrat-New 
Jersey), Michael Myers 

(Democrat- Pennsylvania) , Ray- 
mond Lederer (Democrat- 
Pennsylvania), and John Jenrette 


(Democrat-South Carolina). 

The investigation, code-named 
Operation Abscam. was conducted 
In five cities and several points In 
between, the source said. The cities 
were Washington, New York, 
Philadelphia, Miami, and Newark, 
New Jersey. 

The elected officials could not be 
reached for comment 

Aides to Murphy, Jenrette, 
Williams, Lederer and Myers said 
they knew nothing about the in- 
vest! gat ion. 

The source said that about 100 
FBI agents began interviewing the 
20 public officials and 10 
businessmen on Saturday to advise

VAT collection faulty; 
Treasury expects more

Assessment of value added tax by . 
computers is ineffective and led 
this year to delays in VAT collec- 
tion. the Finance Ministry said 
yesterday. 

But another announcement from 
the same ministry said the 
Treasury was getting ready to 
collect IL3.7b. more in VAT for 
fiscal 1980 than in the current year. , 

hi answer to a question about the. 
two communiques. Treasury 
sources said the ministry's expec- 
tation of another ILllb. in revenue 
this year because of tougher tax 
collection was “ridiculous." That 
figure includes an increase of ILffb. 
in income tax collection and KLl.Sb. 
in purchase tax. 

The officials admitted that in the 
current year not only has the 
Treasury fallen short of its es- 
timated revenue, but there will be a 
tremendous drop in VAT and 
purchase tax because of decreased, 
sales. 


VAT and income tax will go up next 
year. The debate on taxes has not 
ended yet. apparently pending 
decisions on expenditures. 

The Treasury said yesterday that 
income tax brackets will be - ad- 
justed completely lu April and Oc- 
tober (to prevent taxpayers from 
forking over all of the compensa- 
tion for increases in the cost of 
living). But there was no reference 
to the TOstadrut’s demand that the 
tax brackets be adjusted four times 
a year.

Greater police presence in 
Arab villages, Shafir orders

The police inspector general, 
Rav-Nltzav Herzl Shafir. has 
ordered a reinforcement of police 
presence in the Arab “Triangle** 
near Hadera, which includes the 
towns of Baka al-Garbiya and 
Umm el-Fahm. 

This was In response to police in- 
telligence reports of "unrest" 
among Israeli Arabs — apparently 
part of a Palestinian Arab awaken- 
ing. Some police sources linked the 
increased activity of radical 
political groups to the autonomy 
talks between Israel and Egypt. 


A reliable police source in the 
Northern Distrfct told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
riots of “football fans” in Umm 
el-Fahm two weeks ago, in which 
policemen were injured and police 
vans destroyed, were one expres- 
sion of political unrest. 

The source said Shafir had in- 
structed the Sharon police sub- 
district to appoint officers to be 
responsible for the large villages of 
the Tri angel, such as Tlra and 
Umm el-Fahm. "In the second 
state, new- police stations will be 
opened in certain Arab villages, 
despite the recent budget cuts and 
freezing of posts of 'the police 
force /.' the source said. 


It has also been learned that a 
number of council heads of 
Triangle villages have recently 
asked the police to demonstrate 


greater presence in their villages, 
to prevent the deterioration of 
relations between Jews and Arabs 
in Israel. 

Sharon subdistrict commander 
Nitzav-Mlshne Shaul Levy, who has 
received many requests from Arab 
village elders to open police 
stations, transferred the requests to 
the National Police Headquarters 
in Jerusalem. 

Police spokesman Arye Arad said 
yesterday that Shafir had told 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg of the 
latest events in Umm el-Fahm. 
"We are in the midst of reorganiz- 
ing the police deployment. When 
this process is completed, it will be 
obvious that the Triangle’s 
problems have been taken into ac- 
count with all due seriousness,” 
Arad said. 

Ittm adds: 

Arab elders from Baka al- 
Garbiya met yesterday with Levy 
and condemned the violence which 
erupted in their village last Satur- 
day during a football game between 
the home team and Betar of 
Binyaxnina. 

Local residents stoned the 
Binyamina team and police, and in- 
jured a fan who was an army in- 
valid in a wheel chair. 

Levy said an investigation of 
Saturday’s incident revealed that it 
had no political cause. The clash 
*was over sports alone, and anyone 
'who attributed political motives to 
the youths involved was wronging 
the residents of Baka al-Garbiya, 
Levy said. 


Burg hints at changes in 
autonomy negotiating team

Chief autonomy negotiator Yosef 
Burg told the cabinet yesterday 
that he ! ‘reserved the right to make 
proposals regarding the composi- 
tion and the working procedures of 
the ministerial autonomy team." 

Burg spoke of the "information 
aspect" of the committee’s work — 
and noted pointedly that he waa not 
referring to spokesman Dan Pattlr. 

Informed sources said Burg was 
primarily referring to Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir. T&mlr’s 
intensive behind-the-scenes con- 
tacts with newsmen during sessions 
of the autonomy talks sometimes 
aroused Burg’s displeasure. 


Tamir is sometimes depicted in 
the media as the most resourceful 
Israeli negotiator ..whose ideas and 
formulations save the talks from 
floundering.

Jews wiD not be able to buy lands 
in the future. Everything is about to 
collapse. 

Let us not carry out our enemies' 
work. If it is our wish to strangle 
settlement, well and good. But if 
not. you. sir, must at once silence 
the Likud parliamentarians, who 
long ago exceeded all the bounds of 
impudence and vulgarity. 

I declare that all the purchases 
were carried out in a legal manner, 
despite the blabberings of an in- 
significant Knesset Member, whom 
you met for “Important” conver- 
sations. 

I look forward to action on your 
part soon, before a disaster 
happens.

Ariel Sharon" 

Grupper said, in reaction to the 
letter, that Sharon's well-known 
system of answering by personal 
attacks proved that in fact he had 
no reaction to the criticism of Ms 
actions. 

Grupper said he had not attacked 
Sharon personally, but simply told 
Begin that Sharon bad upset the 
equilibrium in the process of land 
purchase, in Judea and Samaria. 
“His illogical interference in 
purchases, by experts . who have 
specialized in buying land for two 
generations, has made It almost Im- 
possible to boy more land, not simp- 
ly because the potential sellers are 
scared, but because the price baa 
been forced up out of all propor- 
tion," Grupper said. ’ 

For all Us' mouthing of Zionist 
phrases, Grupper said, Sharon has 
caused the state a lot of damage.

RabbJ Stilomo Goren, who said that 
“bloodshed will not deter us from 
our right to Hebron. There la no 
force in the world that can stop.us 
from settling throughout our land.** 

Rabbi Ellezer Waldman, the head 
of Klryat Arba'a Teshlva, where 
the dead man combined studies 
with hla military service in the 
header programme, said that 
Stoma had been - murdered “by 
those devils who run wild and try to 
put an end to the eternity of the 
Jewish people in the Land of 
Israel.”

Nafl pension bill 
soon in cabinet

A national pension bill will soon 
be brought before the cabinet for 
approval, a Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Ministry spokesman an- 
nounced at the end of last week. 

The bill enjoys the support both of 
the Hist ad rut and the Coordinating 
Bureau of Economic Organizations, 
which represents private 
employers, said the spokesman. 

Today some 800,000 of the elderly 
receive no pension from any source 
and are dependent for their ex- 
istence on welfare allowances from 
the National Insurance Institute. 

The proposed law will ensure that 
every citizen belongs to a pension 
fund.

Welfare payments now linked to wages

National Insurance payments to 
pensioners, widows, orphans, 
cripples and divorcees will be up- 
graded four times a year and fully 
linked to average wage increases, 
beginning April l. 

Announcing the reform in the 
allowances. Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Minister Israel Katz said that 
it was a major step forward In 
stabilizing social security In the 
state. 


Until now, National Insurance 
Institute payments were readjusted 
only once a year by the full average 
wage gain, rising otherwise in line 
with cost-of-living wage Increments 
(which were not always fully linked 
to the whole C-o-L index). 


The new system is based on the 
recommendations of a committee 
headed by Ben-Gurion University 
Prof. Url Ben-Zion. 


The reform will cost the state an 
extra ILlb. a year.

Indian world cyclist plans 
first Jlem-Cairo bike ride

When Israel and Egypt opened 
their land border last week, little 
did anyone expect that the traffic 
between them would Include an In- 
dian on a bicycle. But It Is with 
pedal power that a young traveller 
from India Intends to go to Cairo. 

Jay Mandal, 28, has been cycling 
for five years. He has visited 59 
countries, including Israel, cycled 
89.000 kilometres, and so far has 
covered about half the world. In 
that time he has never been ill, 
although he once had to be flown 
back to India for an operation on his 
knee when a lorry hit his cycle. 

Leaving hla native Calcutta In 
1 974, he first spefit over a year tour- 
ing his own country. Then he con- 
tinued on to Southeast Asia, Africa 
and the Middle East. When he 
leaves Israel he hopes to go on to 
Egypt, North Africa and Europe, 
including Russia for the Olympic 
Gaines (“if they are held there"). 
Then he plans to go on to the U.S. 
and the Far East and finally head 
back home. 

His father, whom he describes as 
a great adventurer, hunter and 
horseman, is a publisher and 


bookseller. Mandal sees no difficul- 
ty in finding someone to publish the 
book he Intends to write about his 
experiences. These include being 
held as a spy in Zaire and being 
chased by a lion In Uganda. A more 
pleasant experience was being 
offered his choice of a tribal chief’s 
16 wives, he says. * 

While travelling Mandal sleeps In 
hostels, homes and occasionally on 
the road. In cities he earns a little 
extra money by lecturing, complete 
with slide shows of African wildlife. 
As a member of Leo, the Lions Club 
junior organization, he bos found 
special help from that quarter. 

Other aid has come from Air In- 
dia, which has flown him and his 
bicycle on six flights overseas, and 
from other local airlines. In 
Jerusalem he found a special 
welcome in the little-known Indian 
Hostel, inside Herod’s Gate in the 
Old City. 

But for the next leg of his trip, 
Mandal will need an extra measure 
of help. His visa to Egypt, obtained 
while In Africa, has already ex- 
pired. He has no Idea If he will be 
turned back at the border. 

If his usual luck holds out, he'll be 
waved right through. 


Drop in visas for Soviet Jews 


Jerusalem Fost Reporter 
The Jewish Agency has recorded 
a considerable drop In the number 
or Jews allowed to leave the Soviet 
Union in January, but officials 
assert that the decrease has 
nothing to do with the Russian Inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. 

Only 2,800 Jews left Russia in 
January, compared to 4,200 in 
November 1979, according to Aliya 
Department director-general 
Yehuda Dominitz. "Since the exit 


visas to those who left last month 
were issued in November and 
December, the Afghan crisis was 
not involved," he asserted, adding 
that he hoped the emigration 
figures would rise to the level of 
1979. 


The percentage of Russian Jews 
who "dropped out" in Vienna has 
also decreased, from 65 per cent in 
December to 60 per cent in 
January.

LONDON. — Jewish prisoners in 
Argentina are singled out for es- 
pecially harsh treatment, accor- 
ding to two escaped political 
prisoners from Argentina whose 
eye-witness account of treatment of 
dissidents Is the basis of an Amnes- 
ty International report on the South 
American country. 

The report by the London-based 
human rights group, to be publish- 
ed today, estimates that hundreds 
of people have been systematically 
tortured and killed since 1976. 

Tbe account Includes descrip- 
tions of especially harsh treatment 
said to have been given to Jews 
who, tbe two men said, were made 
to kneel before pictures of Adolf 
Hitler and Benito Mussolini and 
denounce their origins. Thousands 
of people have reportedly 
“disappeared" In Argentina since 
the March 1976 coup that brought 
Gen. Jorge Vldela to power. 

The report waa prepared by 
Oscar Alfredo Gonzalez, 29, a fac- 
tory worker, and Horacio Guiller- 
mo Cld de la Paz, 22, a former stu- 
dent leader. They said the (ate of 
most of the battered prisoners 
culminates in a Nazi-style transfer 
which, they said, Is a euphemism 
for death. 

The two escapees say that Jewish 
prisoners were Interrogated during 
torture not only about their political 
ideas but also about the Jewish 
community In Argentina. Names 
and addresses of Jews, diagrams of 
synagogues, clubs and business 
premises owned by Jews were 
diligently collected. "From the mo- 
ment they were kidnapped until 
they were included In a ‘transfer’ 
they (the Jews) were systematical- 
ly tortured." the two claim. "Some 
of them were made to kneel In front 
of pictures of Hitler and Mussolini 
to renounce their origins." The 
Amnesty report quotes a police of- 
ficer who Is alleged to have said: 
“In here, some people are 
mercenaries and others aren’t, but 
we Ye all fascists.” 

The two men, who are scheduled 
to hold a news conference today. 


said they were kidnapped within 
two weeks of each other In Buenos 
Aires and spent 15 months in a total 
of five different “concentration 
camps” until their escape last 
February. Amnesty, which won the 
1977 Nobel Peace Prize tor its work 
on behalf of political prisoners 

around the world, said It cor- 
roborated many of the report’s 
details after months of checking 
against its own record and with 
sources in Argentina. 

Gonzalez and de la Paz estimate 
that 800 people, including pregnant 
women, passed through the camps 
while they were there, and Identify 
some 330. Of these, 62 were releas- 
ed, a few died in prison from tor- 
ture, Infection or suicide, while the 
majority were “transferred." 

Amnesty, which last year issued 
a list of 2.66S Argentinians known to 
have disappeared since the coup, 
said the report threw new light on 
their possible fate. Argentinian 
human rights organizations 
reportedly estimate more than 15.- 
000 people have disappeared after ' 
officially sanctioned kidnappings 
staged by security force personnel. 

Gonzplez and de la Paz told of 
how “transferred prisoners” were 
loaded into trucks, shackled and 
blindfolded. They said most of these 
people were never seen again, 
although the personal belongings of 
some were found later still In the 
camps. 

At the first camp where they 
were held for “softening up," 
prisoners were subjected to 
prolonged electric and water tor- 
ture, beatings, and shackled blind- 
folded In tiny cells, the men said. 

They said "task forces" from all 
branches of the security forces did 
the kidnappings and rjin the camps, 
and they saw generals, colonels and 
other high-ranking officers at the 
camps. 

They said one fellow prisoner 
reported discovering at a previous 
camp that “transferred” prisoners 
were injected with powerful 
sedatives, then taken by truck and 
loaded Into aircraft “from which 
they were thrown into the sea, alive 
but unconscious." i

No charges have been filed, nor 
arrests made, several sources said; 
but U.S. government officials 
planned to begin presenting 
evidence to one or more grand 
Juries, perhaps as early as next 
week. 

One source gave tbfs^accotmt of 
the pr obe: 

The FBI did not begin the opera- 
tion as a political corruption In- 
vestigation, but rather its New 
York office developed a com- 
plicated probe of the fencing of 
stolen art, stocks and bonds about 
two years ago. 

The fencing Investigation went 
undercover in the summer of 1978. 
Iln order to give legitimacy to the 
! undercover fencing operation, FBI 
agents asked an informant for 
assistance. 

The informant volunteered the 
names of congressmen, which turn- 
ed the investigation toward 
political corruption os other figures 
became involved, beginning in 
November and December of 1978. 

During 1979, the probe grew, tbe 
source said, ulti matel y involving 
seven undercover FBI agents and 
100 other agents backing them up. 

The law enforcement sources 
said the investigation began in 
February 1978, when a Lebanese, 
businessman Involved In oil 
transport told agents he could tell 
them how Influence-peddling was 
carried out in Washington. 


The businessman, working with 
FBI agents posing as his 
associates, approached the con- 
gressmen with a request for a 
casino gambling licence in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, and con- 
gressional help In remaining In the 
U.S., the sources said. 

The sources said videotape recor- 1 
dings were taken of the meetings 
which took place at several 1 
locations. They said the tapes show- 
ed -the -six * men * napred' giving 
promises of help after hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in bribes were 
handed over. 

Until this week, the Investigation 
was kept secret. 


One source said that after it was 
learned the "New York Times" 
planned to run a story in its Sunday 
editions, agents were sent to New 
York in an attempt to halt publica- 
tion. Another source said disclosure 
of the probe could have prevented 
the FBI from following up in In- 
vestigating other potential corrupt 

tion. 


Meanwhile, CBS. news reported 
that FBI agents posing as Illegal 
aliens offered bribes during an in- 
vestigation of whether Illegal aliens 
in Brooklyn, New York, were gain- 
ing legs! status through bribery. 
The agents found that the chain of 
bribery reached to Capitol Hill, 
CBS said. 

According to the CBS report, con- 
gressmen allegedly accepted 
money mostly for Introducing 
special bills granting legal status to 
the FBI agents who posed as Illegal 
aliens. (AP, UPI, Reuter).

' . In a response to the demands, 
warden Jerry Griffin's staff and ' 
state Governor Bruce icing's office 
said Unproved visiting rights had 
been worked out recently with the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
which also was negotiating to im- 
prove recreational facilities. 


The responses also said a 
nutritionist would be hired to 
oversee food preparation, Inmate 
wages would be raised from the 
current 25 cents per hour and about 
28s beda would be added in July. 

Officials also said they were seek- 
ing appropriations for another 200 
beds. 

"These men are not demanding 
anything that is outrageous, 
although they're going about it in 
the wrong way." a high prison of- 
ficial said. He said the prison "Just 
exploded." 

Some state lawmakers, meeting 
in Santa Fc, said the riot would 

guarantee an increased budget for 
security at the prison. Others 
promised to fight for stiffer 
sentences and Increased penalties 
for parole violators. 

A guard who escaped In a patrol 
vehicle said the riot apparently 
started after an early morning 
room check when two guards were 
seized and beaten. "For the past 
week, we have been getting new 
guards right and left," guard 
Dwayne Toombs said. “But it's a 
little too late."

TEHERAN (Reuter). — An official' 
inquiry commission said on Satur- 
day night that an Iranian airliner 
crashed last month with the loss of 
128 Uvea because the radar and 
other Instruments at Teheran air- 
port were not working properly. 
Pan news agency reported. 

All passengers and crew died 
when the Ir&nair Boeing 727 crash- 
ed in mountains northeast of 
Teheran during a flight from the 
eastern Iranian city of Mas had on 
the evening of January 21. Pars 
quoted an announcement by the 
commission, signed by Defence 
Minister Mostafa Ghamran, as say- 
ing the reason for the disaster was 
the deficiencies of ground control 
Instruments.

’Die announcement did not say 
why the airport Instruments were 
defective, and Pars quoted the 
Defence Ministry aa saying it could 
not state whether foul play hod 
been Involved or not. 

‘Mixed marriage’ 
for Prince Charles? 

LONDON (UPI). — The name of 
Princess Marie- Astrid of Luxem- 
bourg cropped up again yesterday' 
as a possible bride for Prince 
Charles, heir to the throne, despite 
previous denials that there bad 
been family discussions on the sub- 
ject. 

The "News of the World” tabloid 
said the pretty daughter of Grand 
Duke Jean and Grand Duchess 
Caroline had a private audience 
with Pope John Paul last week.

The tabloid men- 
tioned that Dr. Robert Runcia, who 
will be enthroned in the spring as 
archbishop of Canterbury, primate 
of the Church of England, said he 
would have no objection to a mixed 
marriage for Charles.

DAR ES-SALAAM. — Special 
presidential envoy Muhammad All 
yesterday began a five-nation 
African tour aimed at organizing an 
Olympic boycott by offering to call 
the whole tour off. 

At a sometimes tumultuous air- 
port press conference, Tanzanian 
journalists questioned Ali aa to why 
he was trying to draw Africa into a 
dispute between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. 

Under persistent questioning, All 
said, "You ail have made me feel 
funny with your questions. Like I'm 
a traitor." 

While U.S. embassy officials 
looked on In apparant distress, Ali 
said, "Yon all have given me some 
questions which are good and are 
making me look at this thing 
different. We can put your whole 
country on the map and say you 
converted Muhammad Ali." 

Appearing somewhat bewildered 
by the hostile questioning, Ali said, 
"I believe what I saw on television. 
I saw Russian tanka moving Into 
Afghanistan. I saw people being 
killed. Are they right? Tell me, 
because I want to stop here before I 
go to any other country. See, I don't 
want to make a fool of myself. You 
can help me." 

Ali brushed off attempts by U.S. 
Officials to cut off the press con- 
ference and said, "I'm learning. 
They're teaching me. Look, I'm not 
a traitor to black people. If you can 
show me something I don’t know, I 


want to be helped. Tm not here to 
do nothing against Africa. Tm not 
here to promote no role for 
America. If I'm wrong I'm going 
back to America and cancel the 
whole trip.'-’ 

The three-time world 
heavyweight boxing champion was 
greeted by hundreds of cheering 
fans when he -stepped off the U.S. 
presidential jetliner after a flight 
from India. D&r es-Salaam la All's 
first stop on a five-nation African 
tour to bolster the UJS. protest 
against the Soviet Union over 
Moscow's Afghanistan interven- 
tion. 

At the news conference, he was 
asked why African states should 
boycott ike Olympics when the 
Soviets have provided aid to many 
African countries and liberation 
movements. 

"They didn't tell me in America 
that Russia supports these coun- 
tries," he answered. 

Asked If he was disappointed that 
Tanzanian President Julios 
Nyerere refused to meet him, Ali 
replied: "I didn’t know he has." 

Aides to Nyerere said the Tanza- 
nian leader, currently host to Irish 
President Patrick Hlllery, is too 
busy to meet the former world 
champion. Instead All was met by 
the minister of youth and culture, 
Chediel Mjon&ga. All meets with 
sports officials this morning before 
flying on to Kenya, Senegal, Liberia 
and Nigeria.

Communique does not mention Afghanistan 

Gromyko gets Rumania to 
criticize Western "meddling* 


BUCHAREST (UPI). — Rumania 
and the Soviet Union on Saturday 
criticized the "imperialist forces" 
for Interfering in other countries' 
affairs and warned that the danger 
of war has been heightened. 

In a communique issued follow- 
ing two days of surprise talks 
between Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko and Rumanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu, the 
two sides “expressed their concern 
over the recent aggravation of the 
International situation. 

"This is a consequence of the ac- 
cumulation of unsolved Inter- 
national Issues, of the interference 
of the imperialist forces in the in- 
ternal affairs of other states, of the 
policy of force and threat of force in 
international relations," it said. 

"The Imperialist, reactionary 
forces make use of all this in order 
to Increase military budgets, speed 
up long-term arming programmes, 
Infringe the states' Independence 
and sovereignty — facts which 
seriously heighten the danger of 
war," it said. 

This was the closest Rumania has 
come to expressing approval or 
support for the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan — Ironically using 
almost the some terms to condemn 
"Imperialist, reactionary forces," 
meaning the West, that Ceausescu 
had Already used to make clear his 


opposition to the Soviet action. 

Afghanistan was not mentioned 
in the communique, nor in official 
accounts of the talks which began 
upon Gromyko's surprise arrival 
Thursday night and continued until ■ 
hia departure Saturday. 

Western analysts generally felt 
that Gromyko's "visit of 
friendship" was aimed at bringing 
pressure to bear on Ceausescu for 
his stand on Afghanistan — the 
latest episode of his independent 
foreign policy that has put him Into 
confrontation with the Soviets on a 
number of occasions. 

The communique said the talks 
were held in a "sincere, comradely 
atmosphere" — which observers 
used to reading between the lines 
said indicated that disagreements 
hod been evident. 

Ceausescu condemned the Soviet 
Invasion of Czechoslovakia in 19BS 
and also the Soviet-backed Viet- 
namese invasion of Kampuchea 
last year. In what the Rumanians 
term their consistent, even-handed 
stance, he also condemned the 
retaliatory Chinese invasion of 
Vietnam. 

Over Afghanistan, he made it 
clear without naming names that 
he deplored the Soviet action, and 
the Rumanian ambassador to the UN 
absented himself from the General 
Assembly vote on the Afghan Issue. 


Soviet press hits dissident 
writer who backed Sakharov 


MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet 
press, stepping up its campaign 
against the nation's dissidents, 
published a sharp attack yesterday 
'on Lev Kopelev, a 68- year-old 
writer well known in West Ger- 
many and the U.S. 

Kopelev was one of 16 intellec- 
tuals who issued a statement last 
Monday defending dissident leader 
Andrei Sakharov, exiled on 
January 22 from Moscow to the 
Volga River city of Gorky. KOpelev 
Is a life-long student of German 
literature. His wife, Raisa Orlova, 
is a specialist in American 
literature. 

"Sovetskaya Rosslya,** a 
newspaper of the Soviet Communist 
Party Central Committee cir- 
culated throughout the USSR, coll- 
ed Kopelev a "Judos in the role of 
Don Quixote" and said his "only oc- 
cupation now la to supply our adver- 


saries with propaganda 
materials." 

"Sovetskaya Rosslya" called 
Kopelev "an internal emigrant, an 
enemy of the socialist system." But 
it did not say what actions might be 
taken against him. 

The article contained a specific 
attack on one of Kopelev ‘s works, 
apparently referring to the book 
"To Be Preserved Forever." The 
book, describing Kopelev's arrest 
in 1945 and sentencing to nine years 
in a labour camp, was published by 
Harper and Row in the U.S. in 1977 
and in West Germany (as 
"Aufbewahren Fuer AUe Zeit") in 
1978. 

“In his opus, the scribbler 
belittles In every way the guilt of 
the Nazis before mankind and the 
Soviet people." the newspaper sold. 
It said Kopelev has written “foul in- 
sinuations about the Soviet Union 
and about 3 oviet servicemen."

sleeping victims. Many people have 
marks on their necks and faces 
caused by bat bites, according to 
reports. No deaths or cases of 
rabies were reported. 

People in the area have started 
keeping watch at night and they 
have tried to close the holes in their 
huts with grass and leaves, but 
local authorities say the bats are 
getting bolder and even biting 
children during the day. 

A health official said he has 
assembled a team of men that in- 
tend "to kill every bat near here. 
The bats are caught in fine mesh 
nets they can't see and then they 
are covered with poison and releas- 
ed. The bats lick each other and 
fight among themselves. That way 
one bat poisons 15 to 18 others." 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
The UN Security Council, express- 
ing concern at "numerous 
violations" of the Rhodesia agree- 
ment, called last night for Rhode- 
sian troops and auxiliary forces of 
political parties to be confined to 
base. 

The council called on Britain, the 
colonial power, to create conditions 
In Rhodesia that would ensure a 
free and fair election "and thereby 
avert the danger of the collapse" of 
the accord, signed In London last 
December 21. 

For the first time at the UN, Bri- 
tain declined to participate in the 
council vote. A negative British 
vote would have vetoed the resolu- 
tion, which was adopted by 14'votes 
to none. 

During the debate, which began 
on Wednesday, African delegates 
accused Britain a£ "gross 
violations" of the agreement and 
accused Lard Soames, the British 
governor, of partiality. 

The resolution called on all forces 
to comply strictly with the London 
agreement, which was designed to 
bring Rhodesia to independence 
through elections held at the end of 
this month. 

Speaking immediately after the 
vote. Sir Anthony Parsons, the 
British delegate, said Britain was 
doing its duty in Rhodesia. 


"I urge the council to let us get on 
with it, unhampered, until in- 
dependence is achieved in Zim- 
babwe," he said, using the African 
name for the colony, still known in 
the UN as Southern Rhodesia. 

In Gwelo, Rhodesia, one person 
was killed and 19 Injured yesterday 
when tens of thousands of sup- 
porters of Patriotic Front leader 
Robert Mugabe crushed together at 
a political rally, police said. 

It was the second rally for 
Mugabe, leader of the Zanu wing of 
the Patriotic Front guerrilla 
alliance. He had drawn several 
hundred thousand supporters in a 
rally last weekend in the capital of 
Salisbury after returning from ex- 
ile in Mozambique. 

17 Indians riding

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — At least 
17 passengers travelling on the top 
of a crowded train were killed when 
hit by the overhead girders of a 
bridge near Gauhati In India's 
northeastern Assam state, rail of- 
ficials said yesterday. 

They said the victims had climb- 
ed onto the roof of a carriage after 
. they had been unable to get into the 
packed train on Saturday.

Using their good offices— 1 


NON-PROFIT organizational offices are 
seldom synonymous with creative interior 
design. So it comes as a pleasant surprise to 
see the Jerusalem offices of the Jewish; 
Welfare Board. Spacious, sun-lit, and filled 
with the works of local artisans, the home of 
this particular organization proves that if 
non-profit and creative design are rarely 
synonyms, neither are they always op- 
posites. 

The JWB offices are located in Talbieh on 
the top floor of an old Mediterranean-style 
villa, built in the 1920s by a wealthy Arab 
Christian family. With its thick stone walls, 
high ceilings, and large bay windows, the 
building Is a natural for a suite of offices that 
shuns a bland institutional look. 

"I wanted to create an aura of warmth and 
welcome,” says interior designer Avraham 
Havilio, “an atmosphere that is both 
dignified and official, but without being stiff. 
An old building such as this has the inherent 
charm to achieve that type of look even when 
outfitted with all the equipment necessary 
for a large and "busy modern office.” 

The office layout is simple and efficient. A 
long narrow corridor runs about half the 
length of the building, separating two princi- 
ple clusters of rooms on either end. On the 
entry side, there Is a large square reception 
area, with the director’s office to the left, the 
library straight back, and the main 
secretarial area to the right. At the far end of 
the corridor is the conference room, which is 
also used for official receptions. Double 
doors open on to a small balcony. Located 
along the long corridor are several small of- 
fices and the kitchen washroom area. 

Designer Havilio was guided by three prin- 
ciples in his planning: “First, since this is 
the Jewish Welfare Board, I wanted the 
Jewishness stressed. Second, although this is 
actually an American institution, I was ask- 
ed to design the Israeli branch. I therefore 
wanted the offices to convey a strong local 
flavour. And third, I stressed simplicity. 
Given the Israeli tendency to 'grab as much 
luxury* as possible, I felt It important to 
show that one can do a decent piece of work 
without running into expensive extremes.” 

As a c oroll ary to these principles, Havilio 
and the JWB management agreed to a basic 
stipulation: that as far as possible, every 
item purchased for the office, whether func- 
tional or decorative, was to be locally made. 

To stress the Jewish aspect, the designer 
chose several religious motifs which appear 
in various places throughout the place. 
Prominent among his choices went- the 
menora and the oron hdkodesh. In the 
library, a cozy retreat with floor to ceiling 


In the director’s office, the menora motif is 
picked up in an ornate, highly polished 
copper hanukkiya, which sits in a recessed 
display alcove that Havilio built by closing 
off one of the room's windows. 

Local flavour Is conveyed through the 
designer’s use of a series of copper and brass 
lamps throughout the rooms. The conference 
room features a remarkable ce lling l am p 
which Havilio designed on the basis of an old 
oil lamp he found in an Iraqi synagogue. The 
hand-moulded, spider-like brass holder of 
the lamp cradles a delicate golden-brown 
hand-blown glass cup. The lamp is suspend- 
ed above the long conference table and its 
high-backed chairs. It supports Havilio's 
contention that one or two well chosen items 
can have more impact than many expensive 
randomly chosen ones. 

Another important element in conveying 
the local flavour was Havilio's use of 
ceramic tiles. Although at one point the floor 
of the entire villa was covered with pattern- 
ed tiles, much of it was in a state of such dis- 
repair that only a portion of the original was 
able to be preserved. This was in the direc- 
tor’s office, where the original brown and 
white design can still be seen. 

For other ceramic tiles work, Havilio went 
to the Armenian, Balian, in the Old City. 
Balian created a ser ies o f dedication plaques 
for the -walls of the JWB, and designed tiles 
for the reception area table as well. His hand 
can also be seen on the tiles outside the 
building in various places. 

Further contributing to the local flavour 
axe several paintings in the director’s office 
and the conference room done by young Ein 
Herein artists and featuring Jerusalem 
themes. 

The total effect of Havilio’s design is one of 
simplicity, warmth and good taste. Through 
careful selection of local materials, and 
skilful use of religious motifs the -character 
of a fine old Jerusalem house -was retained 
while adapting to accommodate a modern 
suite of offices. 


Chic on the cheap

Using their good offices —2 


WHEN I decided to open an advertising 
agency last spring, I knew two things: one, 
that the office had to look as much Madison 
Avenue (where I learned everything I know) 
as possible and, two, that this would have to 
be accomplished as inexpensively as possi- 
ble. 


The first thing I did was to check the ads of 
people leaving the country. It would be nice 
to believe that everyone who comes on aliya 
stays here forever, but, unfortunately that is 
not always the case and you can often pick up 
great bargains from those about to leave. 

I found a white, long bureau, night-table 


and lamp — all part of a bedroom set. The 
white bureau, with its spacious drawers, 
became my file cabinet and the night-table 
became drawers for stationery and office 
supplies. In addition, the almost emigrant 
was selling a striped green/turquoise sofa 
and armchair, which soon furnished my 
reception area. I later painted those walls 
light blue and that area is used by all of us 
when we want to sit around and exchange 
ideas, hoping to come up with the ad cam- 
paign which will revolutionize the country. 
Together with the sofa and bureau, I also 
picked up from the same sale two white 
director’s chairs, which I put in my office for 
guests. All of this second-hand furniture, 
came to about $150 and I was well on my 
way. 


Office furniture 8- equipment 
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bookcases, these motifs appear on two 
prominently displayed Alexandra Zaid 
batiks. They are repeated in the library on 
an unusual painted chest. 

Made of blond wood, the long low chest, 
which is divided into three panels along its 
front section, was originally unpainted' It 
was Havilio’s idea to paint these panels bas- 
ed on mosaic designs found on synagogue 
floors In the 6th to 8th century. He located the 
designs he wanted — the menora and the 
holy ark — in an art history book. He then 
took the book to a pair of artists who 
transferred the motifs onto the chest with 
plastic paints. The relief effect achieved by 
these paints has the feel of mosaics, and the 
chest is -perfect complement to the Zaid 
batiks. 


Now that I had white as my dominant of- 
fice colour, I took a little trip to the modern 








showroom in Bethlehem and ordered a white 
formica desk. I wonder how many people 
know that the wood-grain-like formica desks 
found in offices all over Israel can be ordered 
(for the same price) in a myriad of colours in 
matt or glossy finishes. I also purchased a 
small typewriter table on which I have a 
white telephone, lamp and a radio 
(background music is always playing). Both 
the desk and table cost under HL6.0Q0. What I 
still needed was a white executive chair, 
which I was lucky enough to find at Adlm on 
Jerusalem’s Koresh St. The chair, last May, 
cost IL3900. Then I went to Duram and chose 
a wild geometric wallpaper of golds and 
whites. The wallpaper (including labour) 
also ran under IL4.000. 

Next stop was Reuven Carpets in Tel Aviv, 
where I found a brown area rug tinged with 
gold for IL3,500. Back in Jerusalem, I visited 
Glima and ordered three sets of hand-printed 
curtains (which they make to order in any 
colour). I chose cream with green appliqu6 
and paid HA, 500 for them. A few plants,, 
some Elisha Ben Yitzak reproductions I 
bought for IL400 at an art show (although the 
framing with glareless glass ran nearly four 
times that much) and we were ready for 
business. 



Everybody who comes into my office has a 
comment, but the best came from a 
colleague I had here on a visit recently who 
said, “I feel like we’re back In our New York 
office.” 





Planning 

[tfementatic 
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DIVIDING OFFICES into small 
cubbyholes is on the way out, accor- 
ding to Eliezer Kleinmann, head of 
the office management section of 
the Israel Institute of Productivity. 

Israelis are discovering the open 
office or as professionals call it, the 
"landscaped office.” Among the 
country’s big firms that have gone 
over to this system are Migdal- 
Binyan Insurance company and 
I.B.M. in their new offices. Hassneh 
Insurance company Is also going 
over to this new system in the 
building now under construction. 

According to this concept, office 
space is divided into small areas 
around each individual office 
worker's table. The division Is 
made by partitions. The partitions 
should not be too high so that a per- 
son standing up can see the whole 
office, but when he is seated he 


feels that he has a certain amount 
of privacy. 

According to Kleinmann, this 
new system allows a saving on of- 
fice space, and if there are ac- 
cousttcaliy treated ceilings and- 
floor carpeting, the noise level is 
not too high — "specially if the of- 
fice workers learn to speak like. 
Englishmen in a low voice and 
without shouting.” 

At the office management section 
(see photos) It was decided to build 
a model "open-plan” office to show 
interested organizations the 
benefits. 

Kleinmann explained they had a 
slightly smaller space than the op- 
timum 90 square metres Instead of 
600 to 700 square metres. But even 
in such "cramped” quarters, 12 . 
persons can work quite easily and 
with a certain degree of privacy. On

top of that they even have space for 
a meeting corner. 

He noted that before the par- 
titions were installed, everyone 
seemed to try and out-do each other 
in talking in a loud voice, but since 
the partitions had been put up, 
everyone started lowering their 
voices. 

The partitions at this model office 
■were planned by the officials 
themselves and manufactured by a 
group of trainees of the Institute's 
Centre for assistance to small in- 
dustries. 


Among the manufacturers of 
such partitions In the country are: 
Ambin Trlsim; Beit .Gnaaim; 
Mivdeleth Mifalira israelfm 
Ledekoratzia; the Kibbutz Netzer- 
Sireni Furniture plant; Idanira; 
Rlnot; Skolnik. 


Kleinmann claims that two 
square metres of office space is all 
a regular office worker needs, and 
proved it by pointing out that this 
was all the office space that he had 
in his own partitioned area. 

On the subject of office furniture. 


he claimed that Israel still had 
some way to go. Nearly all the of- 
fice chairs were not property plann- 
ed, and do not help In proper 
posture. This can be injurious to 
health and cause fatigue. The best 
type of chairs In this field Is the 
"posture chair" which can be ad- 
justed according to the needs of the' 
Individual, both in height of seat 
and of the back support. These 
chairs are now being made with 
five legs instead of four, to give 
more stability. He believes that a 
typist or telephone operator who 
sits for seven or eight hours without 
moving 'around -does not need 
wheels on her chair, while a 
secretary does. 

The manager’s chair is another 
story since' here status plays an im- 
portant part. His chair should have 
a high back support, and be able to 


bend backwards, to give the 
manager an opportunity to rock 
while he is talking on the phone or 
merely contemplating. . . 

Kleinmann opposed arm rests on 
chairs. He claims that they do not 
help functionally and only impede 
in arm movement. They also pre- 
vent closer movement of the chair 
to the table.. 

On the subject of tables, he 
claims that a typist needs a small 
table not wider than TO to 75 cm. or 
even less, space if she uses a copy : 
holder in front of- her typewriter. 
Secretaries on the other hand need 
an "X/’-type desk combination, or 
an ordinary desk and a typing table, 
perpendicular to it. The typing 
table should be about S cm. lower 
than the regular height of the desk. 
The desk should be about 70 cm. by . 
140 cm., while the typing table 


should be about 50 emt; ^70^.00- <

OMPUTERS are not only getting 1 
nailer, but - also less expensive.

"Once a computer was so huge 
iat it took - up most of an enoiv 
i ous floor..

then they were the size of a desk, 
and now they can be put on the cor* 
ner of a desk. And the miniaturizing 
process is still going on." 

The latest advance la the 
"bubble** memory, so small that it 
can fit on the head of a pin. One 
such memory, — and the memory 
Is the brain of the computer — is 
now being produced for about $2,- 
000.. It can provide the equivalent of 


2.04ft pages, each page containing 
512 letters (about 100 words). 

(Raab will not be surprised if the 
cost, under mass production, of a 
memory drops down to $25.) 

However, the memory is only one 
part of the computer — these tiny 
ones are called micro-computers, 
and the key board, the display 
screen, etc., makes even a micro- 
computer (which Is the very small 
brother of the mini -computer) con- 
siderably larger.

Metropolis. --And ■ so, the- let-of - 
January, 1809. saw the publication 
of The Repository, which comes 
down to us as a unique record, 
brilliantly Illuminated by 
lithographic reproductions, of that 
turbulent period in history: the 
latter part of the Napoleonic era, 
the years of deep depression, the 
war with the United States of 
America,, the cornerstone-laying of 
the British Empire, the appearance ■ 
of the "iron horse," tbe overture to 
the Industrial revolution. 

But the commercially minded 
Mr. Ackerraann was not one to up- 
set his readers with the harsh 


realities of his days. Commerce 
was his objective and, predating 
the spate of "home" journals of our 
days by almost a century and a 
half, he informed his readers and 
subtly whetted their appetites for 
consumerism, generously oiling the 
gears with a wide range of topics of 
cultural Interest. 

Tt is difficult to do justice to some 
40 volumes of print covering 19 
years of publication and a large 
variety of> topics, and although I 
would love to give my readers & 
general view of the landscape — 
political, cultural, commercial, 
medical etc. etc. — The Repository 
affords. I shall, under editorial 
duress, concentrate on fashions and 
furnishings. 

Every issue contains two full- 
page ft&tf&iplates, usually! of 
ladies-’. -a w*a*sl, sometimes 
children’s, and occasionally show- 
ing the snail’s pace change in 
gentlemen’s clothing. 

The January 1809 issue (the very 
first issue) shows a walking dress, 
consisting of "a mantle- of gold 
coloured velvet, with an invisible 
hood trimmed with ermine," worn 
over "a morning dress of white 
Brussels spot with a worked 
stomacher." a "Polish bonnet" 
completing the ensemble. Another 
plate depicts an evening dress. The 
prevailing colours were "Nacaratt 
royal purple and gold," the 
fashionable styles were pelisses 


if-w, 


The micro-computers have, and 
will have even more In the future, a 
multitude of uses. 

"They can be installed In every 
pharmacy," Raab says. "Not only 
will they keep an accurate account 
of sates, but also of inventory so the 
shelves of the drug-store can be 
ensily replenished. They can be 
used at the check-out counter of 
supermarkets for the same pur- 
pose.

smd mantles. and the materials 
wore cloth, velvet, brocade, satin 
and sarsenet. hi were Spanish hats 
and caps decorated with feathers. 
Dowers, pearls and diamonds. 

The colours in vogue for 
gentlemen were dark brown and 
bottle green, the coat for evening 
dress "Is cut rather long in the 
waist and short in the skirts, double 
breasted with pointed lapels cor- 
responding in length to the hip but- 
ton... deep pockets under the cross 
flaps: the cuffs round." 

One of Mr. Ackcrmann’s most un- 
ique features was that every Issue 
contained four cloth swatches of 
new dress materials having recent- 
ly appeared at the mercer’s. The 
January Issue contains: No.l — a 
velveteen silk cloth in bright red; 
No.2 — a gold coloured velvet used 
in the above mentioned mantle and 
available at D. A P. Cooper. Pail 
Mall; No. 3 — a broacade in subtle 
red and black, available from 
Robarts, Plowman A Snuggs. Chan- 
dos Street, Covent Garden; No. 4 — 
a new flowered satin for evening 
dresses, furnished by Harris 
Moody. Pall MaU. -"The last three 
-arc- manufactured, at Spitalfields. 
The introduction of silks among our 
ladies of fashion, has revived the 
almost declining employment of the 
silk-wcavcrs, and If it has the effect 
of excluding the fine fabrics of In- 
dian manufacture, to the increase 
of our artisans at home, we shall 
feel very happy in the exchange." 

And so to furnishings: the two 
plates devoted to furniture, depict a 
chaise longue and a window seat. 
"The design of the chaise longue is 
Grecian wholly in matt and bur- 
nished gold... The covering is in 
azure velvet. Each end has a Gre- 
cian mantle. AH available from

'The uses are almost endless." 
Raab says, pointing out that the 
microcomputers are fairly easy to 
learn to use. and their low expense 
makes them time-savers. He knows 
of firms which have saved enough 
clerical expenses within one year to 
pay for the micro-computer. 

Of the 800 computers In Israel, 
about one-third are "normal size.'* 
And the remaining two-thirds are 
mini- or micro-computers. If a nor- 
mal size or "macro" costs hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, a 
mini can be bought for about $30.- 
000, and a microcomputer can be 
acquired for as little as $7,000. 

A1J these prices are ap- 
proximations, for there are many 
companies In the field making them 
abroad. 

“The thing to remember about 
micro-computers," Raab says, "is 
that all of them are good. The *chlp* 
(memory) is the same. But even if 
the client does not know too much 
about running a computer, he must 
carefully study tbe programme 
offered him to make sure It Is 
suitable for his needs. If it Is 
suitable, a clerk can learn to run 
one in half a day’s training. If he is 
familiar with a typewriter 
keyboard." 

Since there are about 50 foreign 
companies making micro- and 
minis, it Is also Important that the 
client buy one from a reliable 
Israeli firm.

Since each Issue has a description 
and illustration of “The principal 
shops of this great Metropolis." it 
stands to reason that the first issue 
deals with Mr. Ackermann's own. 
The premises were at one time the 
residence of Lord Beaufort and 


1918, brought from Turkey by the 
newly-created British Mandate to 
renovate the Dome of the Rock's 
18th century Persian tiles. The ar- 
tisans — a dozen in number — 
brought with them designs from 
Tutakyab, a famous Turkish 
ceramics centre. Eventually they 
settled in Jerusalem, partly to es- 
cape Turkey and its history of 
Armenian massacres, and partly 
because the Islamic Council 
regularly ran out of money and had 
to stop work on the magnificent 
mosques for another few years. 

With no steady Income in sight, 
the Ballans and the Karakasbi&ns 
opened "Palestinian Pottery" in 
1922. Balian’s father worked the 
wheel and made tbe clay. His 
mother did the painting, based on 
designs drawn by Karakaahian 
senior, who added to the Islamic 
designs birds copied from il- 
luminated Armenian manuscripts 
and people. 

The shop prospered. Every five 
or six years the Islamic Council 
would announce it once again bad 
funds, demand samples, and then 
run out of money before work could 
be completed. 

"Eventually the Dome of the 
Rock was refurbished," says Berge 
Karakashian, "but only in 1983 
after the Turkish Prime Minister 
paid a state visit to Jordan, saw the 
condition of the mosque, and per- , 
sonally sent the necessary tiles.” 

Over the years, the families 
modernized their procedures, 
switching from a wood to an elec- 
tric kiln which made colours much 
brighter. In 1964. they split the 
business into two distinct stores. 
While Jerusalem was part of Jor- 
dan. Ballan developed the city’s 
clay Industry, and the Karakashian 
brothers made oil tbe Old (Sty's 
ceramic street signs. After 1967, 
they added Hebrew to the signs and 
arc now working on the new Jewish 
Quarter. 

Today most of their customers 
are Jews — Israelis or tourists — 
and they have competition. Two 
young Armenians, Harout 
Hatabllan and Gregory Partiguian. 
have opened separate workshops 
Just behind the Armenian Cqnvent- 
on Arrarat Street. Both new 
ccramictsts are artists who buy 
their glazes, tiles and bowls 
readymade, but have very in- 
teresting wares. Halabllan has 
taken most of his designs from an- 
cient Armenian manuscripts and 
church interiors. Partiguian. a 
graduate of an art school In Beirut, 
and a former interior decorator, 
concentrates more on abstract 
designs and colour. 

All four workshops are open 
every weekday except Sunday.

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Officials of Inter-American Development 
Bank on mission here to 'soak up ideas’ 

Latin-America’s source 
of development funds

TEL AVIV. — Perhaps “multi- 
catalyst" would be the best phrase 
to describe the work of the Inter- 
. American Development Bank. 

Money flows mainly from the In- 
dustrialized Western countries 
(including Japan and Israel) into 
the developing Latin American 
countries — all those states south of 
the U.S.. Including those in, the 
Caribbean. Thus, the Industrialized 
countries are helping the develop- 
ing countries upgrade their 
products, both agricultural and In- 
dustrial. for the mutual advantage 
of these two different worlds. 

This is one type of catalyst. 
Another type is the development 
effect this process has within the 
Latin- American countries 
themselves. Still another type of 
catalyst Is that the Western coun- 
tries are ensuring themselves both 
■ export markets and sources of im- 
ports. 

This is stated by two senior of- 
ficials of the Inter-Amerlcan 
Development Bank, who have 
recently wound up a week’s hectic 
visit of Israel under the guidance of 
Channa Weinberg, of the Bank of 
Israel. They are Alberto Pico, ex- 
ecutive director of the bank, and 
Dr. Jos& D. Epstein, manager of the 
bank's department for plans and 
programmes. 

Pica comes from Spain and Eps- 
tein from Bolivia, but both are now 
stationed in Washington, D.C., 
where the bank has its head- 
quarters. 

The main purpose of their visit 
here was not to buy goods, or even 
to recommend that the Latin 
American countries buy. "but 
slm ply to soak up ideas. There are a 
lot of things being done in Israel 
which can have enormous 
applications to the developing coun- 
tries," Pico says, adding "and 
usually they are not the highly 
sophisticated thlngB nor those in- 
volving the most expensive 
methods." 

What are some of the things 
which particularly attracted their 
interest here? 


Japan Jumbos to fly 
record 550 passengers 


TOKYO (UPI). — Japan Air Lines 
( JAL) has commissioned two Boe- 
ing 747 Jetliners with the world's 
largest seating capacity, airline 
sources said yesterday.

"There has been enormous 
progress in this area in the kibbut- 
zim. Few kibbutz factories are bas- 
ed on the settlement's own raw 
materials. We are trying to stop the 
flow of farm workers to the fac- 
tories in the cities by bringing the 
factories to the predominantly 
agricultural areas,'' the visitors 
say. 

Strangely enough, it was only In 
Israel that they learned that the 
rural telephone system Installed in 
some parts of Columbia, was 
developed in Israel. Epstein says, 
“We always thought that It was a 
product of General Telephone and 
Electronics, of the U.S., but on our 
trip here we found that the method- 
was developed here by Tadlran, but 
is marketed abroad by Tadiran's 
partners, GT & T." 

So far the bank, established In 
1959, has financed some 1,200 pro- 
jects in Latin America. The hank 
itself has provided about 415b. In 
funds, and this sum has generated 
another 445b. from the countries 
where the projects were located, 
for a total of 480b. 

Surprisingly enough, neither of 
the two visitors could think of any 
major or medium-size project 
which had turned sour. 

“Sometimes we do have a project 
starting out In one direction and 
winding up in another one,’* Eps- 
tein admits. “For example, one 
project was to turn an area Into a 
genera] farming region; but as the 
project developed, it began concen- 
trating on growing potatoes. In a 
minor sense, this can be called a 
failure, but in reality it was a 
success." 

But there are degrees' of success

within each project. 

Are projects more successful in 
some countries than others? 
“Several countries, such as Brazil, 
Argentina, and Mexico, have no 
problems whatsoever in accepting 
new Ideas and' putting them to use. | 
Brazil has become a world leader In I 
producing alcohol from biomass; 
Mexico In steel production; Argen- 
tina in growing wheat. And It 1s not 
because these three countries are 
the largest and most populous 
either. Paraguay Is doing splendid 
work in harnessing water for hydro- 1 
power and in using electricity for 
transportation. And two small 
countries, Costa RXca and the Bar- 
bados Islands have produced out- 
standing results in several pro- 
jects." 

What does worry the two visitors 
is what they call "budget' 
overruns," l.e., the amount of 
money earmarked for a - project 
often proves Inadequate. This Is due 
mainly to Inflation, which erodes 
the actual value of the money as the 
years pass. 

The bank Hm 41 members. Of 
these 26 are in the Western 
hemisphere and Include the U.S. 
and Canada; 15 are in the Western 
world. Pico, who represents .the 
non- American members, divides 
them Into two main groups: the 
Common Market countries (except 
for France); and France, Japan, 
Spain, Switzerland, Austria, 
Yugoslavia and Israel. 

Israel has contributed about 
48m., approximately the same sum 
as Austria, Denmark and 
Yugoslavia. The leading con- 
tributor Is the U.S., with 41b.. 
followed by Brazil, Argentina and 
Mexico. 

A breakdown of the general in- 
vestment fields shows that 25.3 per 
cent went into developing energy, 
21.7 per cent Into upgrading 
agriculture, and 18.5 per cent In 
developing industry and mines. The 
rest was scattered between sanita- 
tion, urban development, educa- 
tion, transport and com- 
munications.

TEL AVIV- — An all-time high of 
4155m. In diamond exports for one 
month was achieved In January. 
This upsurge gives rise to expec- 
tations that the Israeli diamond In- 
dustry may be snapping out of the 
slump it has been in for nearly a 
year. 

“An encouraging development Is 
that more than half of last month's 
sales were from existing stocks, 
which are now approaching 
depletion," Moshe Schnltzer, whole 
president of the World Federation 
of Diamond Bourses as well as of 
the Israel Diamond Exchange, told 
The Jerusalem Poet 

Analyzing current trends 
Schnltzer said that by the middle of 
this year a shortage of diamonds 
may develop. In 1979 Israel lost 
nearly' 50 per cent of Its diamond 
polishing capacity as a result of 
plant closures. The excesses of 
1978, with Its speculation in roughs, 
saw many producers accumulate 
stocks which had cost more than 
the polished diam onds could fetch. 

The dropping out of such a large 
number of producers may result in 
an undercapacity of major propor- 
tions. according to Schnltzer. 


In surveying current worldwide 
conditions, reports from the U.S. in- 
dicate that jewellers had very good 
Christmas sales. However, the Far 
East, a growing market for Israeli 
diamonds, continued to be relative- 
ly depressed. 

One factor that had a negative 
effect on diamond sales in the U.S. 
Is the high interest, which runs to 
more than one per cent above the

prime rate, currently set at 15 per 
cent. The sharp gyrations in th'e 
price of gold have also attracted 
massive funds to the metal — to the 
detriment of diamonds. 

Israel specializes in melees, tbs 
smallest diamonds. Last year there 
was strong demand for large stones 
of one carat and higher. In 
September of last year De Beers In- 
creased the price for roughs by an 
average of 13 per cent; however, the 
increase' In prices for larger 
diamonds was much higher. Since ' 
then the prices of the larger stones 
have jumped by some 25 per cent. 

In 1979 the prices of one-carat 
stones and larger, of perfect quali- 
ty, doubled. A perfect one-carat 
stone today costa about 540,000, 
while it was selling at half of that 
price a year earlier. The September 
price hike had little Influence on the 
prices of metees and most industry 
observers consider these small 
stones to be vastly undervalued. 

The lag in the prices of the 
melees, the anticipated rise In de- 
mand later this year and the reduc- 
ed productive capacity in Israel, 
may be the basis of a renewed 
' sharp growth in sales by the local 
industry. 

With the crisis in Teheran and the 
Russian invasion of Afghanistan 
there appears to be a general 
change In the overall direction of 
the diamond Industry worldwide. 
Political and economic instability 
Induce a worldwide demand for 
real assets. Following sharp price 
rises In precious metals, attention 
is now focusing more and more on 
diam onds. 

Paradoxically, investment-grade 
stones are in 'short supply and

Among major cities of the world, 
New York is only the 15th most ex- 
pensive, according to a survey by 
World Business Weekly, an inter- 
national business . and financial 
news magazine published by -the 
London “Financial Times." 

The publication ranked London 
the most expensive sad Peking as 
least expensive. 

The survey was based on three 
nights' hotel costs, two 4 la carte 
dinners in an average restaurant, 
three bottles of house wine, one 
hotel lunch, two snacks, one 5-km. 
taxi ride and five whiskies. 

Tokyo, however. ldhg'bettfeved frr 
be the world’s most expensive 'city; 
has dropped to ninth place, accor- 
ding to the survey. 

But if you're dining out in Tokyo, 
you can still expect to pay top dollar 
because the most expensive 
restaurants in the world are in the 
Japanese capital, the survey said. 
At 1979 prices and rates of ex- 
change, a good dinner in Tokyo cost 
$40.93 a person, down from $6SJ20 
the previous year.

Miller, who was chairman of Tex 
iron from 1974 to 1978, and Its chief 
executive officer for six years 
before that, said the entertainment 
expenses were not Improper, that 
they did not exceed Si 00 per guest, 
and they were primarily for meals 
in connection with contract 
negotiations. 

"This was normal courtesy and 
hospitality," he said. 

Milter also said he was unaware 
that Textron was making Improper 
payments and indicated he was 
misled by other officials of the cor- 
poration. 


New Nader magazine takes on 
multi-national conglomerates 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Ralph 
Nader, a leader of consumer In- 
terests in the U.S., expanded his 
operations Thursday into the inter- 
national arena by introducing a 
new monthly magazine on the ac- 
tions of multinational corporations. 

Nader, writing in the first issue of 
'Multinational Monitor," said: 
"The imbalance of both power and 
information in favour of domestic 
corporations over consumers and 
workers is widely acknowledged. 

"A far greater imbalance 
prevails In favour of international 
companies, able to escape national 
laws, to juggle transfer prices, to 
concentrate wealth, to corrupt 
politicians, to export jobs and pollu- 
tion. and to manage dozens of other 
types of manipulations or evasions 
that diminish or destroy accoun- 
tability to the people they adversely 
affect." 

Nader told a press conference 
that the goal is a paid circulation of 
5.000 copies within 18 months. He 
said other copies will be dis- 
tributed to universities and that he 


hopes stories will be picked up by 
news media abroad. While 


■ ‘Mul U national Monitor", will be 
published only In English for now. 
Nader said he hopes to have 
editions Jater in other languages. 

He called the power of mul 
Unalional corporations “one of the 
moat neglected areas in Journalism 
today" and predicted, "by the year 
2000. some 200 multinational com- 
panies will control 70 per cent of the 
world's economy." 

Tbe first issue of the magazine 
has a cover story entitled "Kaiser 
shortcircuits . Ghanaian 
development." The article by 
Nicholas Burnett says a corpora- 
tion almost wholly owned by the 
California-based Kaiser Aluminum 
and Chemical Corp. reaps high 
profits while contributing little to 
the development of the African na- 
tion. 

Nader said. "Weatinghouse, 
Gen eral Motors, Exxon, Unilever, 
ITT, Nestle, Mitsubishi are each 
larger in gross revenues than the 
gross national product of dozens of 
nations. They are shaping the world 
and deciding national options 
without adequate competition or 
regulatory restraints."

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Enemies of peace 


A YOUNG JEW, a yesbiva student from Kiryat Arba, was 
assassinated while entering, unarmed, Hebron's Casbah on 
Thursday. 

The PLO, as usual, has taken credit for the killing, the first of 
its kind since Hebron came under Israel’s rule in 1967 and since 
Kiryat Arba was founded the following year. For the moment 
the assailant is still at large: witnesses have chosen to play 
blind and mute. In the meantime a curfew is in force in the town. 

Though helpful to the security forces in their investigation, 
the curfew also serves to protect the Arab population of Hebron 
from reprisals at the hands of Kiryat Arba's Jewish settlers. 
The Jewish feeling of outrage over this act of terror is entirely 
understandable. 

A murder most foul of an innocent Jew has been committed. 
Moreover, it immediately brings to mind the savage Hebron 
pogrom of 1929, in the course of which 67 Jews were put to their 
death by Arab rioters. That was the near-end of the Jewish com- 
munity in this historic town, a cradle of Judaism, for many 
years. 

Now, however, the settlers at Kiryat Arba are out to, so to 
speak, teach the people of Hebron a lesson. The lesson is not 
simply that law, order, and respect for human life must prevail 
wherever Israel's writ runs, but that Israel's writ must run 
throughout the Land forever. 

That would of course include Hebron along with Kiryat Arba. 
What the settlers, or at least their militant leaders, are asking 
for — beyond the right to shoot at will in self-defence — is a 
prompt reversal of "the policy of peace and autonomy" which 
they hold responsible for the murder of Jehoshua Sloma. 

As a first measure they are insisting on the restoration of 
Hebron's old Jewish Quarter to the Jewish People, and the'ex- 
proprfation of 500 dunams of Arab land for the expansion of 
i Kiryat Arba. These demands are not new. What is new is the oc- 
casion now provided to push them through with any hope of i 
success. 

That the opportunity is real would seem to be Indicated by the 
report that a number of cabinet ministers, among them chief 
autonomy negotiator Dr. Yosef Burg, yesterday urged what was 
In effect a partial acceptance of these demands, in the context of 
"a proper Zionist response” to the Hebron killing. Do these 1 
ministers really fall to see that the strong-arm policy they ad- , 
vacate will only result in the sure wrecking of the autonomy and i 
perhaps of the peace? . , 

The charges of -pussyfooting and pusillanimity levelled over 
the weekend at the government by Kiryat Arba leader Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger and company- have some validity, though not in 
the sense in which they were conceived. 

Trespass is no murder, but the benevolently tolerant attitude 
of the authorities towards the increasingly brazen Kiryat Arba I 
settlers and specifically the squatters in Hebron’s oldH&dassah 
building seems to indicate that even-handed Justice was not I 
necessarily the norm in Israel-administered Judea. 

The murderer, or murderers, of Jehoshua Sloma must be 
found out, and duly punished. But the pursuit of the cause of a 
just peace between Jews and Arabs in this Land requires ap- 
preciation of the fact that there are forces in both camps whose 
dearest vr. Is to prevent such a peace from being ever achiev- 
ed. 


Inflated defence budget 


THE CABINET’S decision to approve an inflated defence 
budget — it la the only way to describe it. In the present condi- ] 
tion of the economy — must be deplored. Intimidated by 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman’s threat to resign , the 
ministers have in one curt vote taken all the spunk out of 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz’s anti-inflationary 
| programme. 

i The astonishing thing is that Mr. Hurvitz himself supported 
' Mr. Weizman's claim. Have his hawkish political opinions taken 
precedence over the economic considerations, that should be 
foremost in the mind of the government's chief economic 
minister? No one suggests that the military estimates be 
smaller than in the previous budget. Local currency expen- 
diture on defence — which is what affects the performance of 
the economy — was trimmed very slightly in the last three 
years. Outlays fell by 4 per cent in 1977 and another 0.5 per cent 
in 1-J7S, then rose again by 2.5 per cent last year. 

What Mr. Weizznan demanded this time is that they be in- 
creased all of a sudden by 17-18 per cent — at a time when ail 
other sectors are suffering grievous cuts, in an effort to solve a 
problem which is common to all the citizenry. 

.Why this change of direction? There is no crisis in inter- 
national relations, no threat of major war which should warrant 
a spectacular Increase in military spending; or if there is, the 
defence authorities have not bothered to inform the public about 
it. 

Everybody sympathizes with the desire of the military to 
maximize the country's security. But optimal security is not 
necessarily achieved by maximal expenditure on arms. The 
nation’s economic infrastructure has to be considered as well. 

The chances of achieving a genuine 5 per cent saving in the 
public sector's call on domestic resources are much less 
favourable now. Mr. Hurvitz’s bold initial policy, which David 
Rockefeller, of the Chase Manhattan Bank, admiringly called 
"draconian,” turns out to be not so draconian after all. 

Cuts made In housing and the social services are going to be 
doubly painful, given that they will not, or will only partially 
achieve the purpose for which they were designed. The country 
faces a very long haul before the economic recovery that it was 
promised is eventually achieved. 


Epitaph for Rovina 


HANNA ROVINA, was more than a great actress. Her 
luminous, majestic personality epitomized all that was great 
and pure in the generation of the founders of this country to 
which she belonged, and the best of Eastern European Jewry 
from which she came. 

Rovina became an actress not out of the desire to appear on 
the stage, but because she was persuaded by Nahum Zemach, 
the founder of Hablmah, that joining his company would be the 
best way in which she could serve the cause of the renaissance 
of the Hebrew language and of Jewish culture. 

Neither Zemach nor Rovina herself were then aware of the ex- 
traordinary acting genius hidden in that lanky, shy 
kindergarten teacher. And it was not until she appeared as Leah 
in "The Dybbuk” that her talent and personality became visible 
to all- 

Great actresses throughout the world are admired, showered 
with honours and money, but there are few precedents in the 
world of an actress becoming a national symbol, a living 
monument, as Rovina was. Her lofty personality, the purity of 
artistic and national idealism she exuded, her regal beauty, 
made those who met her, or even saw her at a distance, feel that 
they were in the presence of greatness. We have become im- 
poverished by the loss. - 
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VALUABLE OPPOSITION

Dry Bones 


THE UNRESTRAINED criticism 
expressed by Israel’s ambassador 
in Paris against the visiting Peace 
Now delegation raises two 
questions: did Peace Now- act cor- 
rectly in sending a delegation to 
Europe, and did the ambassador 
behave correctly in criticising It? 

Even before the establishment of 
the State, all political parties, as 
well as non-political bodies, main- 
tained contacts with communities 
in the Diaspora. Moreover, Israeli 
political bodies, including opposi- 
tion forces, have conducted private 


"foreign policy” through .contacts 
with the leaders of other countries 


with the leaders of other countries 
and with parallel political 
organizations within the non- 
Jewish world. Many Israeli parties 
have permanent representatives In 
various countries, organize sup- 
porters among Jews and non-Jews, 
collect funds for party needs, and 
explain their positions, whether 
they match or oppose official 
government views. 

The Foreign Ministry and 
departments of the Jewish Agency 
fund delegations of party represen- 
tatives, including opposition par- 
ties. In the' past 10 years, the head 
of the Youth and Hehalutz Depart- 
ment World Zionist Organization, 
himself a representative of the 
Labour Party, sent members of the 
Likud and Herat, even extremists 
among them, who did not restrain 
themselves from harsh criticism of 
Labour government policy. The 
single criterion which determined 
the choice of representatives was 
loyalty to Zionism and to the Jewish 
state. 


IF IT IS SAID that Peace Now is not 


an established party, what basis is 
there for the strange claim that 
anij- esti.oUshed parties have the 
right.to present their claim before 
the Jews of the Diaspora? 

Awareness in the Diaspora of the 
political struggles occuvrirrg 
wi thing Israel has never diminish- 
ed its attachment to the state; the 
opposite is the’ case. Groups holding 
differing world-views always found 
groups within. Israel .with which 
they could .identify within the 
pluralistic political spectrum. This 
has always been an advantage to 
the state in terms of its general in- 
terests and specifically its foreign 
policy. 

If the government did. Indeed sur- 
press the voices of the opposition in 
the Diaspora, it would not 
necessarily Increase the support of 
Diaspora Jewry for Israel. In fact, 
the opposite may be true. Because 
large numbers of Jews feel that the 
government’s policies are wrong, 
they cannob Identify with the 
government. If no positive objects 
of identification are available, 
these Jews become estranged from 
Israel completely. The only result 
of such silencing, therefore, is a 
false- portrait in both Israel and the 
Diasppra. 

It ought to be noted moreover 
that Gush Emunim has conducted 
propaganda in the Diaspora and 
has sought support ever since it 
was founded*. They have solicited 
and obtained the backing of the 
Lubavltcher Rebbe of Booklyn, who 
besides espousing the cause of 
settlement in Judea and Samaria 
has also fiercely attacked the peace 
settlement with Egypt. Is criticism 
from the right permitted and from 


the left forbidden? 
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THE AMBASSADOR of a 
democratic country today 
represents not only the administra- 
tion in power, but his country as a 
whole. That is why, for years, 
Israeli opposition leaders, in- 
. eluding Mr. Begin used to receive 
full support of the ambassadors of 
Israel, even when be attacked the 
government publicly and more 
venemously than his own govern- 
ment is being attacked by Peace 
Now. 

Because it is difficult to expect & 
person to represent all sides, and 
because it Is natural to expect that 
an ambassador will present the 
position of the government, he 
ought to welcome those who can 
present positions which are con- 
sidered legitimate political alter- 
natives In his country. 

The delegation of Peace Now 
emphasised repeatedly that It was 
invited by groups within the Jewish 
communities. Peace Now, known 
for its moderation and responsibili- 
ty, took upon Itself a limitation 
which no other political movement 
has ever assumed. There Is. of 
course, no possibility of isolating a 
delegation from non-Jews, es- 
pecially from the co mrmml cations 
media. But he who thinks that the 
critics of Israel need wait until a 
delegation of Peace Now arrives In 
Paris to receive information about 
what Is going on In Israel, or even 
the positions of Peace Now, is 
throwing sand in our eyes. 
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THE DELEGATION of Peace Now 
did not aid the enemies of Israel in 
strengthening their antagonism. It 


did aid In strengthening the 
friendship towards Israel of those 
who are confused by the policies of 
the government. Such people now 
know that although the policies of 
the government have a parliamen- 
tary majority, these policies do not 
necessarily represent the . essence 
of the state and not even the view- 
point of large group* of highly 
respectable citizens. 
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THE SELF-APPOINTED leaders 
of Peace Now seem to be losing 
their pristine political freshness, 
and -are behaving as not-so- 
innocents abroad. On their present 
swing through European Jewish 
communities they have, ac- 
cumulated quite a collection of 
camp followers, seeking to cash in 
on their appeal. They have all the 
attributes of an orthodox political 
organization and none of the respon- 
sibilities. 

They have had the advantage of . 
being a one-issue extra- 
parliamentary movement able to 
keep its adherents together and to 
field speakers from both ends of the 
political spectrum, from the NRP’s 
David Glass to Shell’s Uri Avneri 
and beyond, just because the move- 
ment did not have to soil its purity 
with the nitty-gritty of clear 
political positions, which might 
have fractured its united front. 
Peace Now seems to have an abun- 
dance of funds. Its leaders are not 
accountable to any public body, and 
one wonders for example, who 
financed their recent European 
visit? 

Of late one need only sit in the 
Knesset members' cafeteria, the 
most interesting political mart in 
the land, to watch the agitated 
visages of Shell and Mapam MKs 
whenever the boyish-faced lob- 
byists of "Peace Now” make an 
appearance to appreciate to which 
part of the established party 
system they pose a real threat. But 
something has happened on the way 
from the forum in Tel Aviv’s Kikar 
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Post Political Correspondent MARK SEGAL says Peace 
Now has tarnished its public image. # 
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Malchel Tisrael, where the move- 
ment was so triumphantly launched 
in 1978. The - tens of thousands who 
wended their way to Tel Aviv's 
Town Hall square, with the support 
of many thousands of sympathizers 
who stayed at home, sought to 
counter the wild men of Gush 
Emunim. whpm they feared might 
force the Likud-NRP government 
to drag its heels over making peace 
with Egypt. However, thin mass of 
peace-loving Israelis certainly did 
not give carte blanche to Peace 
Now to adopt tactics likely to under- 
mine Israel's bargaining stance in 
the war of nerves that is called the 
negotiating process. 

Most Israelis, to go by the polls, 
are willing to take many risks for 
peace, but just as nobody wants to 
enter a mine Held with blinkers, so 
they do not want Israel to negotiate 
from a position of weakness. The 
message of Peace Now means just 
.that, especially when they tell the 
world that Israel is the main 
obstacle to peace. No wonder that 
the spokesmen of "Peace Now” 
have unwittingly or otherwise given 
succour and encouragement to 
Israel's detractors and sworn 
enemies. I certainly did not miss 
the announcement cf PLO 


spokesmen praising “Peace Now” 
for being "a positive force.” 

Some doubts about the political 
wisdom and underlying philosophy 
of the movement’s leadership 
began to form after their meeting 
with the pro-Arab American Black, 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, when they put 
the PLO terrorist atrocity at 
Nahariya in the same category as 
the IDF reprisal raid on terror 
bases in Southern Lebanon. One is 
compelled to ask whether these 
novices to the public arena have 
simply lost their heads or whether 
they are being manipulated by 
more experienced men? It wouldn’t 
be the first time in political history 
that once the front organization was 
explored, familiar faces were dis- 
cerned in the background. After all 
"Peace Now" cannot deny having 
received a helping hand from Kib- 
butz Artzi functionaries and 
volunteers at the outset, a 
relationship which has since soured 
as their Inexperienced eyes began 
to be dazzled by the spotlights. 
Perhaps it would not be so far off 
the mark to mention that 
fascinating Jewish legend of the 
Golem of Prague, who got away 
from his creator and was laid low 
only after doing much damage. 


Thus Gush Emunim got out of the 
grasp of the NRP's Zevulun 
Hammer and so “Peace Now” has 
escaped Kibbutz Artzi’s warm em- 
brace. 

DISSENT is the bloodstream of 
democracy, and even extra- 
parliamentary movements as these 
two have been accepted as adjuncts 
to the system. However, while It is 
legitimate for them to try to 'in- 
fluence the Israeli electorate, it is 
quite something else for them to go 
abroad and from there try to bend 
our elected government and 
Knesset by means of foreign 
pressure. It is bad enough that for a 
time they seemed to be fighting a 
proxy war on behalf 'of tlreir 
wealthy Diaspora donors — Gush 
Emunim having such ex-Hammer 
financers as Cyril Stein of London, 
and Peace Now the old friends of 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann and backers 
of the now defunct Brelra like the 
late Samuel Rubin and his family In 
New York. With all due respect to 
Mordechai Bar-On and other ad- 
vocates of Peace Now. it ia in- 
genuous of them to justify the 
movement’s taking Its battle to the 
Diaspora because Gush Emunim 
had done so before. This is like say- 
ing two wrongs equal one right. I 
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professor A. Radkowsky has 
attempted to discredit both the 
reputation and the findings of Dr.

: "inappreciable” radiation men- 
tioned by Prof. Radkowskyj is 
dangerous, and has already caused 
[ death and injury to a large number 
of persons. Consider the record: 

Decades ago, workers handling 
^radioactive paint suffered an 
epidemic of cancer. Then the X-ray 
technicians and doctors showed up 
with cancers of the shdn and bone. 
Later, the uranium miners dis- 
played high rates of cancer. Next 
came the startling discovery that 
pregnant women, their fetuses and 
the newborn were seriously 
affected by X-ray analysis done 
early in gestation. At the time that 
'each of these effects was disclosed, 
certain "experts" and scientists 
(like Prof. Radkowsky today! con- 
sidered these findings "idiosyn- 
cratic” and "curious." 

After atomic bomb use and 
testing, the justified fear, was rais- 
ed that fallout, even after tremen- 
dous dilution In the atmosphere, 
would cause millions of excess 
deaths, distributed throughout the 
world and difficult to distinguish 
from other cancer mortality by 
statistical analysis. Just now a 
heated controversy ia in progress 
over the dangers caused by ex- 
posure to Ionizing radiation to 
workers in the nuclear industry. 
Dr. Rosalie Bertell has found ex- 
cess cancer in.those exposed to 
even "acceptably low” levels of 
radiation (see October 1979. "Jour- 
nal of American Industrial 
Hygiene). 

Finally, at Three Mile Island, 
near Harrisburg, 10,000,000 curies 
of radioactivity were estimated to 
have been released due to the acci- 
dent fn the nuclear power reactor 
there. It la not surprising then to 
learn from Dr. Sternglass’ analysis 
of infant mortality records in the 


state of Pennayl vania, that for the 
first time for as long &b doctors in 
the area can remember, infant 
mortality has risen significantly 
during the summer time — -a season 
of the year when It Is otherwise at 
its lowest level. 

When we examine the 
background of those persons 
vehemently attacking scientists 
like Dr. Sternglass and Dr. Bertell, 
we find these detractors are either 
connected directly to the nuclear in- 
dustry and/or they are consultants 
and academicians who have 
singular vested career interest in 
the nuclear field. 

The public will demand a 
moratorium to prevent prolifera- 
tion of nuclear plants, fuel process- 
ing, and radioactive waste disposal 
facilities, as Is already happening 
in same places. In the end. the 
whole grandiose scheme of “cheap 
and safe" nuclear power may have 
to be discarded. Here in Israel, 
where generation of nuclear power 
has not yet begun, it behooves us to 
bide our time for several more 
years until the exact nature of the 
dangers of nuclear power can be 
ascertained. 

By warning us beforehand, Prof. 
Sternglass has used his insight, ex- 
pertise and courage to help us make 
the proper decision concerning the . 
dangers of low level ionizing radia- 
tion. For this he deserves our 
thanks and appreciation.

Sir, — Your editorial of January 
21 says that the "Shell leadership 
plainly flouted a watertight election 
rotation agreement.” This is Inac- 
curate; The agreement spotye of the 
rotation of the three first places of 
the Knesset list of Sbeli. that being 
the number of seats. Shell expected 
to get. Because only two MKs. were 
elected, and not least because of the 
very poor showing ol S&’adya Mar- 
ciano's followers who apparently 
preferred to vote for Likud or 
R&kah, jhe agreement was con- 
sidered legally void, its basic condi- 
tion not having been met. This view 
was endorsed by the majority ofthe 
delegates democratically elected to 
the convention and the council of 
Shell and not, as you write, by the 
Shell leadership. 

If S&’adya Marciano, in his bid 
for the Knesset seat, really thought 
he hacl a leg to stand on, be could 
have sought redress in court. 
However, true to torm, he and his 
supporters resorted to violence and 
spat on and hit people, inducting in- 
valids. when the vote did not go to 
their liking. This and their un- 
disguised racialism (anti- 
Ashkenazi). which goes against 
everything Shell stands for, are the 
reasons why many in Shell would 
have been opposed to Marciano 
taking Pa’U's place in the Knesset, 
even if the rotation agreement were 
valid. 

If the "cynical largely Ashkenasl 


leadership.” which Includes such 
people as the chairman of the Shell 
faction in the Histadrat. Ran Cohen 
Ian Iraqi), can be faulted, it is for 
not taking action against Sa'adya 
Marciano for his frequent floating 
of decisions and his action under- 
. mining the unity of Shed. 

Since past views of Shell have 
proven to be correct — see Begin' s 
Sinai agreement — isn’t it a bit rash 
to dismiss Shell and '"its two self- 
asserting MKs” as an "unmitigated 
failure which will relegate It to per- 
manent political triviality." The 
. fact is that Shell today repre sents 
the only Zionist alternative to the 
Likud- Alignment consensus of 
annexing more areas, because It 
believes that It is bad for us as Jews 
to rule another nation against its 
will and that it is none of our. 
business whom the Arabs choose to 
rule them. 
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And while Shell has been han- 
dicapped by its small representa- 
tion f n the Knesset, in its endeavour 
to achieve greater social justice 
and equality now, there are those In 
Shell who say that we must strive 
for peace and a settlement with the 
Arabs first of all, because 
otherwise there may be nothing left 
to equalize. This is a legitimate and 
ongoing argument Inside Shell, 
which cannot be obscured by such a. 
passing phenomenon as Sa’adya 
Marciano.
